An Official Statement 


The Netherlands Government.in London has 
issued the following statement, which has been 
taken from the underground Dutch newspaper, Je 
MAItnTIENDRA! 

“ The Jewish drama in the Netherlands is nearing 
its end. The anti-Jewish measures have been carried 
out with refined cruelty and unparalleled harshness. 
It has given yet another example of the ‘ Herren- 
volk." m action. We are in a position to publish 
the following facts, received from reliable sources, 
about the happenings of the last few months, It 
is a sad story of murder and plundering, of injustice 
and oppression, of cowardice and corruption. 

“ Westerbork.—-The man-hunts on May 26 in the 
centre of Amsterdam when 3,000 Jews were ° picked 
up" and of June 20 in the. southern and eastern 
districts of the city, when 5,500 people were taken, 
temporarily increased the population of Wester- 
bork camp to 16,000 people. Conditions were 
indescribable: barracks intended for 400. men 
housed a thousand; two or three people had to 
sleep together, often without any blankets, mm a 
single camp-bed. The beds were in tiers of three. 

“In July, 9,000 Jews were deported to Poland. 


They were transported in goods-wagons, with 
straw on the floors. There were about 60 people, 
of all ages,:in each wagon, six-week-old 


babies to old people of 90. Hygienic condilions 

‘on thus 70 to 80 hours’ journcy were appatling. Fach 

wagon had a barrel in the centre with a pile of

An Encounter in Italy

I was walkine down the main street when I was approached 
by a man and a girl, who were escorted by an Italian police- 
man. in German and Italian they told me they were Icws 
and that they. toecther with 20 other Yugoslav Jews, had 
landed here and had been taken to & conctniration camp 
| got a car and an interpreter and we went to the camp, 
where I saw the Italian colonel in charge and demanded 
their immediate release. Within an hour the gates of their 


prison were opened and they were provided with 


a work's food and moncy 


“| would need the pen of Bialik to describe their happi- 


ness and cmotion: the almost hysterical joy with which they 
packed their small belongings was pathetic. One old lady 
threw her arms round me and kissed me, each of them 
cauaeht me by the hand, unable to speak through their tears. 
Yes; I will always proudly recall that I was the first to 
rescuc the very first Jews heid in captivity on the mainiand 
of Eurone. tmmediately [I got.a room, provided food and 
wine. and invited the refugees from the concentration camp. 
tt was onc Of the finest -Youttovim nights I have experienced. 
We made Kiddush and Benshed’ alter supper, then we 
spoke to them of Palestine, and latet cscorted them to their 
mew homes.” 

Incidemtatly, Licut. Ricck adds, “with the Jews who 
were freed, several hendred Yugosiay patriots were tet out. 
They formed a circic round me. singing and dancing and 
shouting: Viva Churchill, Viva Roosevelt, Viva Stalin. 
Never have t felt so embarrassed and so happy. 

“7 am taking an active interest in these Jews’ welfare. 
A cable has gone to London for food and money. Hecip 
must be sent... There is an organisation sct up alrcady to 
deal with refugee repatriation. Bat ict us help our own 
Jews-~we have always said we were able and willing to 
Now is: the time—our lcaders in England and America must 
make it their first duty. We, the soldiers of the British and 
American Armies, will do the fighting: Ict thase not in the 
army provide active help, let them give time and money."

GREAT SYNAGOGUE 
CONSECRATION 


New Temporary Building 
in Ruins of Old 


On May 11, 1941, the Great Synagogue of London, 
in Duke's Place, E.C.3, was razed to the ground by 
Nazi bombs. Last Sunday, November 7, 1943, the 
temporary edifice, which has been erected amid its 
ruins, was consecrated by the Chief Rabbi, and 
declared open by the Lord Mayor of London, Sir 
Samuel George Joseph, just before the end of his 
tenure of that high office: 

It was a never-to-beforgotien occasion. . Long 
before the service was due to begin the building was 
full and by the time the Lord Mayor, accompanied by 


the Lady Mayoress, the Lord Mayors Chaplain 
(the Rev. W. 5S. Holland). the Sheriffs. the Sword- 
Bearer, and the Serjeant-at-Arms, had arrived,

GENERAL MORRIS COHEN ALIVE 
Repatriated By Japanese to Australia 


It has been reported from Australia that General 
Morris Abraham Cohen, the Jew who has become 
famous as a Chinese General and who was rumoured 
to have been killed by the Japanese, is alive and 
is among the repatriated prisoners of war from 
Japan and Japanese-occupied territory, who have 
reached Port Elizabeth. 

Morris Abraham Cohen is a S5l-year-old Man- 
chester Jew who has had a most colourful career. 
in Canada he became interested in the Chinese and 
he raised a Chinese Labour Battalion which served 
in the last war; he himself fought in France in the 
same war, with the Canadian Forces. He saved 
the tife of Sun Yat Sen, and became his friend, 
serving in the newly founded modern China as 
soldier, diplomat, and financier. A few years ago 
he revisited England on a secret mission for China. 
Last year he was to have been capture 
and killed by the Japanese, 


THE ZIONIST SPLIT 


Dr. Weizmann’s Policy 
Opposed 
MR. BEN-GURION’S ATTITUDE 


There are no indications (cables our Jeru- 
salem correspondent) that Mr. Ben-Gurion is 
to withdraw his resignation, which now appears to 
have been provoked over personal issues between 
him and Dr. Weizmann, whom he charges with 
conducting negotiations in London without inform- 
ing the Jerusaicm members of the Executive of their 
contents. Dr. Weizmann telegraphed urging Mr. 
Ben-Gurion to reconsider his decision, while 
inviting him and other members of the Executive to 
come to London for consultations on the present 
important negotiations, which, he says, prevent him 
from going to Palestine. 

I understand that Mr. Ben Gurion appeared 
before the Inner Council of ‘the Labour Party, at 
which he insisted that he could not remain within 
the Executive in present circumstances, explaining 
his reasons at some length. Meanwhile, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion has informed the Jerusalem Exccutive of 
his unwillingness to go to London, and, therefore, a 
special session of the Smaller Actions Commitice is 
being held next Sunday afternoon, to discuss the 
position. 


Reconsideration Urged on Ben-Gurion | 


All parties arc using their utmost endeavours to 
end the dispute and are pleading with Mr. Ben- 
Gurion to return, even the Mizrachi leader, Di 
Sirkis, publishing an. article in Harzoren, stating 
that Dr. Weizmann must go so that non-Jews shall 
realise that “ the Zionist Movement is not ready to 
pursue a policy of temporising, concessions, and 
compromises, but stands squarely behind the Bilt- 
more programme.” 

Mr, Ben-Gurion meanwhile is strengthening his 
Own party position through consdlidating various 
groups around him 


MR. WILLKIE’S MESSAGE 
End of White Paper Demanded 


Mr. Wendecli Willkie, in a message to a big 
Zionist rally held fast week at the Carnegie Hall, 
New York, on the occasion of the 26th anniversary 
of the Balfour Declaration, denounced the White 
Paper of 1939 and called for its abrogation. 

“ The policy of the White Paper mirrors the era 
of appeasement which gave birth to it, and as that 
philosophy has been discredited. so must the White 
Paper be abrogated,” said Mr. Witlkice. “ The 
extent of immigration into Palestine rust be 
measured by tke needs of the Jewish people,” he 
went on, “and by their ability to develop their 
homeland in accordance with the international 
covenant made with them. It will be a shameful 
blot on the conscience of mankind if this promise 
is. 

A similarly sympathetic message was sent by Mr. 
Thomas E. Dewey, Governor of New York. 

The packed meeting, with five thousand people 
chmouring for admpsion outside, adopted a reso- 
lution appealing to President Roosevelt for all 
appropriate action to be taken to ensure the 
immediate withdrawal of the White Paper in its 
entirety and for the gates of Palestine to be opened 
and Palestine to be reconstituted as a Jewish 
Commonwealth. 


South Africa Echoes the Demand 


At big meetings in Johannesburg, Capetown. and 
many other cenires thiroughout the Union of South 
Africa, on the occasion of the 26th anniversary of 
the Balfour Declaration, resolutions were adopted 
demanding the withdrawal of the White Paper, the 
opening of the doors of Palestine to Jewish immi- 
gration, and the establishment of a Jewish Common- 
wealth in Palestine after the war,

ALIENS ADMITTED INTO U.K. 
‘Number of Nazi Terror Victims Not 
Disclosed 
“Mr. Graham. White (Lib., E. Birkenhead) asked 
the Home Secretary how many alicas, men, women, 
and children, respectively, had been received into 
this country in each month of 1943, or to the latest 
convenient date; how many of these were admitted 
under United Kingdom visas or arrived unex- 

tedly : how many were of allied nationality; and 
how many were of other than allied nationality, or 
staicless, escaping from Nazi persetution? 

Mr. Morrison replied in writing, with a list show- 
ing the number of aliens to whom leave to land in 
the United Kingdom was_granted in each of the 
first nine months of 1943, They amounted to 19,872 
of Allied nationality, 3,333 non-Allied, and 260 Staic- 
less. a total of 23,465 admissions from January to 
September. The total of 23,465 (said Mr. Morrison) 
includes 1,128 residents returning, 1,017 persons of 
diplomatic status, 767 business visitors, 231 other 
visitors, 409 persons in transit to other destinations 
and 5,145 seameti. The remainder comprised 13,657 
men, of whom a large number came to join one of 
the Allied Forces, 853 women and. 158: children. 
The statistics at present available do not distinguish 
those who were in possession of British visas nor 
those directly or indirectly escaping from Nazi per- 
secution., he non-Allied total of 3,333 includes 
1.757 aliens landing in the United Kingdom on 
release from internment in the Isle of Man.

Importance of the Chief Rabbinate 


Another historic achievement of @hose architects 
of the Great Synagogue was the provision of authori- 
tative religious guidance in British Jewry. It was due 
to their loyalty, vision, and statesmanship that the 
ecclesiastical head of the Great Synagogue grew 
into the Chief Rabbi of what eventually came to be 
known as the United Hebrew Congregations of the 
British Empire. it could not be too often repeated 
that the existence of that Office was of inestimable 
importance 40 British Jewry. Kh was a constant 
reminder to the larger world, as to Jews themselves, 
that Jews were not an underground political party, 
nora tribal cconomic group, but a religious com- 
munion with a world-old tradition and a Divine 
message to all mankind. 

In regard to the second crown, that of the Priest- 
hood, they need but recall one characteristic of the 
priest that had survived to this day. It was this: 
the priest blesses. And in fitting them to become 
citizens in a Kingdom of priests, the synagogue 
taught them to biess—i.c., actively to love their 
fellow-men. And it was such a noble ideal that 
guided the fathers of that synagogue. They blessed 
their fellow-men by alleviating all the preventible 
suffering in their lives, and they displayed in every 
way that passion for pity which is characteristic of 
the Jewish Jew. They were not deaf to the cries of 
woe that reached them from their harried brethren 
on the continent, and nearly cvery philanthropic 
institution in their community owed its origin to 
the men who assembled for prayer on that sacred 
spot. 

It was a matter of regret that the story of the Great 
ogue was littl known to their men and women 
to-day ; and they eagerly looked forward to the 

paldioaion of that story, the fruit of the deep research 
and humanist presentation that had been prepared 
by a noted Anglo-Jewish scholar. The perusal of 
such a work was sure to prove an impetus to new 
deeds of lovingkindness and blessing that would be a 
worthy continuation of its illustrious annals.

BRITISH WOMEN ZIONISTS 
CONFER 


Keyed Up to New Scale of Effort 


The k¢y-note of the ngs at the 2ist annual 
conference of the Fi tion of Women Zionists, 
held on Monday and Tuesday at the Conway Hall, 
Red Lion Square, was (writes a Jewrsn CHRONICLE 
representative) that of cagerness to accept instructions 
for an entirely new scale of cffort on behalf of the 
Jewish cause and of Palestine. Mr. Barnett Janner, 
on behalf of the Zionist Federation, 
remi delegates that the last orders issued in 
the Hebrew language were those given by Moses to 
the Children of Isracl when they were on the eve of 
liberation from Egyptian tyranny. To-day orders in 
Hebrew were issued in Egypt to those fighting to 

e Egypt in common with the rest of the world 
rom Nazi tyranny. And that pattern of an army of 
enthusiastic workers, receiving their orders and gladly 
shouldering the burden of responsibility, was pre- 
served throughout the first day's proceedings at the 
conference. 

A young Chalutza, Miss Marianne Lasker, appealed 
for British and American recruits to train to go out 
to Palestine to counterbalance the Aliyot of broken 
lives that those finally rescued from Europe must offer. 
In businesslike words, this young land worker implied 
that, given the tools, the Jewish youth would certainly 
and satisfactorily finish the job they had so aur 
piciously begun. 

Mrs. I. Ys Sieff, in her Presidential address, said 
their annual report was a striking manifestation of the 


failure of the Nazi design to weaken Jewish moral. Their © 


societies were the pathfinders of the Zionist Move- 
ment, so they must now make it ther duty to pre 
for the 
opportunities of the post-war period. hey must 
know the answers to all the questions, and before 
the doors of Palestine open (and they intended that 
they should be opened) they must prepare by support- 
ing the Wizo insttutions there for the immigration 
that would follow. 

Mrs. Fay Grove, reporting on the Wizo, said that 
the social services in Palestine would grow to un- 
prec. deated dimensions. 

Mrs. Michaclis Stern, speaking of the Youth 
Aliyah, said gat 85 Youth Aliyah candidates had 
escaped from Denmark safcly to Sweden. From 
North Italy, 120 candidates had arrived in Switzer- 
land, and those interned in occupied Italy headed 
heir letters through the Red Cross “Youth Aliyah 
Camp, North ftaly,”” thus insisting that they were 
still on their way to Palestine and not merely confined 
to a concentration camp. 


Eddie Cantor to Revisit England 


Mrs. Norman Laski, who reported on the work of 
the Women’s Appeal Committee, announced that 
Eddie Cantor hoped to re-visit them next summer. 
The Women’s Appeal Committee, she added, had 
helped to make Jewish women everywhere Palestine 
Conscious. 

The report was presented by Mrs. J. Hodess, Hon. 
Secretary, and it was adopted without any criticism, 
but with a number of appreciative references. 

Mrs. Warshaw, Treasurer, presented tlic 
balance-sheet, had to meet the annual difficulty of 
the direct remittance by. members of contributions 
to the Women’s Appeal Committee and the J.N.F., 
which thus did not appear in the Federation's own 
accounts.

Following the afternoon session, Mrs. Chaim 
Weizmann gave an address. She spoke of the under- 
standing she had been able to bring about with the 
Hadassah Organisation of America, and . which, 
she said, had been made possible only because of 
the success of the Wizo work in Palestine. Hence- 
forth their work would cease to be on the system of 
the “balance of power,” and, in an era which she 
believed saw the end of power politics, would be 
conducied by joint co-operative effort. 


One Quisling Found 


Almost the whole of the second day of the con- 
ference was given up to discussion on education, 
propaganda, and membership. Mrs. Eder was the 
speaker. 

Mr. Maurice Rosetté addressed the conference at 
the afternoon session, in the absence of Professor 
Brodetsky, who was unavoidably away. Speaking 
vigorously on the subject of the gun-running trials, 
he said it was a shameless atiempt to cast doubt 
on the integrity, sincerity, and loyalty of the Jewish 
peopie, but there was ome factor in the whole sorry 
business which gave them both hope and comfort. 
Despite the very questionable methods which had 
been adopted in order to try to unearth informers 
for the prosccution, not one single quisling had 
been discovered in the Yishuv. 

Mr. Leonard Cohen, reporting on the work of 
the Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad, said that 
a traming centre was to be set up at the end of 
the month at 7, Endsleigh Gardens, where courses 
lasting over 12 week-ends would be available for 
London Jewish relief volunteers, It was hoped to 
set up provincial centres. 

Resolutions were adopted calling upon the British Govern- 
ment to fulfil the Balfour Declaration and aim at the establish- 
ment of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine, and to abolish 
the White Paper of 1939.- Other resolutions expressed the 
Federation's admiration of the Yishuv’s tremendous war 
effort, and protested against the slanderous attacks levelled 
against the Jews of Palestine during the recent arms trials. 
The conferer¢ expressed its horror at the continued massacre 
of the Jewish populations in Nazi-occupied territory and 
appealed to the United Nations to take whatever steps 
might be possible to rescue those who were still alive:

FUTURE OF ZIONIST POLICY 
From Mr, R. N. WALLIS 
To the Editor of Tuer Jewtsu Curonicie 


Sim,—I shail be grateful for an opportunity to 
remarks on the internal crisis in the 


Old Zionist gee in connection with the 
resignation of Mr. Ben-Gurion. 


I write as one who has for many years given help and 
support to the Old Zionist Organisation and donc al) in 
power to assist the furtherance of its work. At the same 
time, 1 must admit that this support did not carry with ix 
approval of its policy and what must be rcearded as a 
tendency to prevent any blossoming of new thought in the 
Organisation or the introduction of new forces. Indeed, 
this conviction has put me in what might appear to be an 
anomalous position of giving my help to the Old Zionin 
Organisation, while my heart and membership have been 
with the vigorous teachings of the late Viadimir Jabotinsky 
and the New Zionist Organisation. 

1 am aware thet | am not an caception, although the 
areater number of those who think with me have continucd 
to give their help to the Old Zionist Organisation whiic 
believing that no productive political activity is to be expected 
from #, but without taking the final step of leaving i 

The main hope that has infleenced the largc body of what 
I would call symepethisers of the New Zionist Organisation 
in the Old Zionist Organisation was the hope that the Old 
Zionit leaders would eventually abandon their obstinacy 
and accept the invitation of the New Zionist Organisation to 
reach an agreement on policy and the political mechanism 
for achicving it. 

The Ben-Gurion resignation shows that the dissatisfaction 
in the Old Zionist Organisation is deep-seated. My talks 
with the rank and file and many teading membcrs of that 
Organisation in this country show that the dissatisfaction is 
not confined to Mr. Ben<tjurion. Unfortunatcly, However, 
the others have remained inarticulate; they have produced 
no body of men prepared to come forward and. over the 
heads of their leaders, sit down and discuss with the New 
Ziomst Organisation the achievement of unity on the basis 
of their policy. 1 conceive that the Ben-Gurion rcsignation 
lays wpon them a duty which they dare fot ignore. For 
the first time the Old Zionist Organisation has produced 
a leader who cxupresscs his dissatisfaction, but who will be 
doomed to defeat unless he finds support. At this juncture 
@ unification with the New Zionist Organisation would pro- 
vide the Movement with such reinforcement of . political 
Zionists of experience, with a clear programme and tne 
of action. as would complctely change the complexion of 
the Movement. and set it on a broad path. Those in the 
(id Zionit Organisation who are dissatisficd with the 
present state of affairs should Not make the mistake of 
wterpreting the Ben-Ciurion resignation as a personal 
quarre! between him and Dr Weirmann That same mis-

AVIATION AND THE NEAR EAST 


Mr. lan Mikardo, who has been associated with 
acronautical work in this country for many years, 
lectured Jast Sunday at the Anglo-Palestinian C lub 


on “ Civil Aviation After the War—with some 
reference to the Near East.” Dr. V. Grueberg 
presided. 


The lecturer spoke on the setting up of an inter- 
national air authority after the war, and said that 
the Near East would be affected by some of the 
changes in aviation. . First, he went on, the Near 
East had ceased to be on the economic route between. 
Great Britain and the Far East, because the great 
circle route between London and .Caleutta was via 
Moscow and Tashkent. Secondly, the Near East 
was on the route between Moscow and Africa, and 
interchange between U.S.S.R. and Africa might be 
of increasing economic importance. 

Thirdly, it was doubtful whether there was a 
suitable site in Palestine for the type of airport 
which post-war aircraft would require, though the 
building of such a site might be a profitable source 
of mquiry and survey.

On April 23 last the Nazis

women, and children, with the exception of a few

The German press announced that the entire 
Wilao district was free of Jews, and that the former 


Jewish ghettoes had been opened for “* Aryans.” 
The Nazis also carried out massacres at Svent- 
siamy, where 400 Jews were taken to a ficld out- 
side the town and machine-gunned. Twelve 
thousand Jews were killed in Kovno. Slobodka 
ghetto has ceased to exist. There are no longer 
any Jews left in Ponievezh, Vilkomir, Mariompol, 


and Kretineen. 

In Kretingen the Nazis set fire to the Synagogue. 
They then announced that the Jews had set fire to 
the town, and arrested thousands of Jews and 
others. Hundreds of Jews were shot or forced into 
burning houses Over three thousand were kept in 
Kretingen prison for three months and were then 
driven, starved and exhausted, to Grazhedia. A 
grave twenty metres long, three metres wide, anc 
nearly four metres deep, was dug outside the to 
The Jews were led to the grave, bayoneted 
hurled in.

There are two ghettoes left in Lithuania, in Kovno 
and in Shavel, but the fate of their inhabitants ts

Before the war Lithuania and Wiine had a 
Jewish population of over 250,000. According to 
figures in POSSESsIO of the Lithuanian Government 
im. Moscow, 25,000 Lithuanian Jewish refugees are 
now in the Soviet Union. A considerable number

In the Council of the Orange 
Free State, the anti-Semitic Nationalist Party, 
headed by Dr. E. F. Malan, has secured a majority.

LIFE IN BERLIN 
Repatriated Woman's Story 


Mrs. Lansburgh. a Jewess by who is German 
by birth, and British by wate was repatriated 
to England from Berlin last August. She has told 
of her experiences in Germany in an interview 
with the News CHRONICLE. 

She and her daughter had Jewish ration cards, 
which meant they received the ordinary fat allow- 
ance but no meat, no eggs, only coarse veretables, 
no milk, no sweets, and no extra rations of any 
kind ; only the barest necessities.

One Saturday it 
was announced in the camp that all children below

by both parents, if they were older. The following 
Sunday evening, 1,600 Jews were sent to Wester- 
bork and another 1,600 followed on Monday. This 
party arrived at Westerbork at half-past two on 
Tuesday morning Registration took place immedi- 
gtely, and was followed by inquiries on behalf of 
Lippmann, Rosenthal and Co , to see if anyone had 
anything of value left. The children and 
parents were then taken straight to a goods train 
which was ready to leave for Poland. During the 
registration, three children died, and it is horrible 
to try and imagine what happened during the rest 
of _the journey. 

am.—Alfter widespread man-hunts, the 
Jewish Council was informed by the German 
authorities that it would be allowed to continue its 
work on a reduced scale. The staff, about 170 all 
told, were to receive special permits to exempt them 
and their families from being deported.

ZYGIELBOJM’S SUCCESSOR 


Bund Member of Polish National 
Council Here 


Dr. Emanuel Sherer, who will represent the 
Bund (the Genetal Union of Jewish Workers in 
Poland) on the Polish National Council in succes- 
sion to the late Mr. Shmul Zygicibojm, has arrived 
in England from New York. 

In an interview with our Polish correspondent, 
Dr. Sherer declared that his first and most sacred 
task would be to urge the Polish Government, and 
through them, the Allies, to take immediate steps 
to attempt the rescue of the remnants of Polish 
Jewry. He was also concerned about the prospects 
of sending food to the starving people of Poland. 
He firmly believed that something could stil be 
done in both these matters if the will to do so 
were there. 

Dr. Sherer maintained that the only way to stop 
the Germans from carrying out their mass siaughter 
of the Jews was to take immediate reprisals. This 
view, he claimed, was shared by members of his 
party and also by a large section of the American 
ublic.

MAN is 
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“*by the way he 
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LIES—WITH TEETH 


“ GERMANY’S final collapse” (in the last war), asserted 
Hitler in his speech this week to his party confederates, 
“ was due less to force of arms than to destructive propa- 
ganda.” In. this single remark, he betrayed the essence 
of his own basic strategy in this present war. From first 
to last his aim, steadfastly pursued, has been to win not 
so much by force of arms as by force of tongue, fo bam- 
boozle. confuse, and divide his enemies, and, ultimately, 
to talk them into defeat. And, adopting a well-known 
trick, he has sought—-and as the quotation above shows 
is still seeking—to cover up his tracks by attributing his 
own evil schemes and methods to his foes. 

In general, Hitler's methods have been astonishingly 
simple; the lie outrageous and lies in infinite multiplicity 
—more lies and bigger lies. The method of the big lic 
was openly proclaimed in his book, “ Mein Kampf.” The 
populace, he there asserted, could be made to believe any 
lie, however grotesque, provided it were big enough and 
repeated often enough. He himself has never been more 
faithful to this tenet of the Nazi faith than in his address 
in the Munich beer cellar this week, a very long tirade 
packed full of blatant falsehoods and cunning perversions. 
Among them was his allegation that “ one thing is certain: 
in this war England.is the prime moving force, the per- 


sonification of aggression in unholy compact with the | 


Jews.” Mark the propagandist suggestion that the war 
is at least half a Jews’ war! It is not new, of course, 


but it is sufficiently “ kolossal,” and it has been repeated — 


often enough to pass the test for the lie successful prescribed 
by the Nazi bible. Hitler actually repeats this line of mischief 
in this self-same speech when he ridicules the Allies’ 
concern for post-war food supplies as “typical British- 
Jewish insolent impudence.” 

Now, it is very easy to dismiss this kind of propaganda 
with a shrug of the shoulders, on the facile assumption 
that no sensible person is taken in by it here or elsewhere 
outside the Reich whose population, under the stress of 
ever-increasing Nazi pressure, is only too eager to swallow 
any falsehood that will quieten its own growing misgivings 
at the trend of events. But let us not be too sure of it. 
Let us consider just one example of the cunning lying in his 
latest speech, and see the very real danger that it repre- 
sents. Hitler asserted this week that at the beginning of 
the war Mr. Roosevelt sent him “a hypocritical request 
not to embark on a bombing war,’ and that he agreed. 
But what really happened was a very different thing. These 
are the facts. An appeal to the German, British, French, 
Italian, and Polish Governments was made by the Presi- 
dent on September J, 1939, urging them to make pubiic 
affirmations of their determination not to bombard 
civilian populations or unfortified towns from the air. 
The British and French Governments immediately 
accepted the proposal and, in a joint 
announced their intention, should a war be forced upon 
them, to “conduct hostilities with a firm desire to spare 
the civilian population“ and also to abide by the agree- 
ment of 1936 which laid down the rules of submarine 
warfare. 
that in the event of the enemy not observing any of the 
restrictions which they had accepted, they reserved the 
right to take all appropriate action, Hitler's reply was 
that the avordance of non-military objectives during mili- 
tary operations was a precept of humanity that corre- 
sponded entirely to his own attitude and had always been 
advocated by him. But, as the Poles pointed out in their 
own acceptance, Hitler had already carried out bombing 
attacks on unfortified Polish cities. In other words, his 
promise to Mr. Roosevelt was a piece of brazen hypocrisy 
im the face of his airmen's own actions. With a knowledge 
of all this the account which Hitler gave this week at Munich 


of this.matter ‘was a flagrant and obvious distortion of 


the facts. But the millions of casual newspaper readers 
cannot be expected to remember the details of this four-year- 
old incident after four crowded years of war. Hence they 
allow Hitler's lie to sink into their minds, unsettling them 
and exposing them to a carefully graded stream of further 
devilish lies poured out from Berlin without intermission. 
And when months later some pseudo-pacifist, quisling, or 
lets-not-be-beastly-to-the-Germans 
suggests that “after all, Hitler didn't want a bombing 
war, the mind of the innocent vaguely remembers . the 


unchallenged lie of the Fiihrer and he argues, “ true, he 


didn't! ”

im the last war was due less to defeat in the field than to — 


hostile propaganda working, as is usually argued, on 
nervous civilians. In point of fact, as THe Times Diplo- 
matic Correspondent recalls, all the German generals in 
command at the time admitted that they could not con- 
tinue the fight, and that complete military collapse was 
upon them. “I must save my army,” cried Lodendorff, 
in. answer to appeals from the civilian Chancellor for 
delay. And Hindenburg himself later testified: “As a 
matter of fact, we had not taken the step” (of securing 
an armistice) “a moment too soon.” Here, again, present 
generations of Allied citizens can hardly be aware of these 
facts: and this means that their will to fight on till the 
enemy's unconditional surrender may be weakened by the 
thought that the German Army was actually unconquered 
then, and may be invincible now. 

To give one more example: Hitler made, in his speech, 
the usual allegations about German Jewry’s pre-war 
power in the political and economic life of the Reich, by 
which was implied that German Jewry, by taking what 
was in fact a citizens’ part in the development of their 
native land, acted prejudicially to the country. Can there 
be any surprise if the man in the London or New York 
streets cannot call to mind such German Jews as Ballin, 
who built Germany a merchant navy; or Haber, who 
saved Germany from starvation and early collapse by 
means of his nitrogen discoveries; or Ehrlich and Wasser- 
man, with their triumphs in the field of medicine; or 
Max Reinhardt, with his splendid enrichment of the stage; 
or Einstein, whose resplendent genius shed such glory 
on his step-motherland? Can the man in the street be 
expected to be cognisant of the great part which German 
Jews, doing their duty as citizens, took in the last war, 
of the lives they gave in sacrifice and of the decorations 
they earned (though their very names were subsequently 
erased by the Nazis from the German war memorials)? 
Being without such knowledge, Hitler's charges, faithfully 
parroted against British and American Jewry by home- 
grown pro-Nazis, operate subtly, and with deadly effect, to 
generate incipient sympathy with the Nazis—after which 
progressive corruption follows if the. process is not 
checked. Thus the Hitler propaganda works! 

The Prime Minister, in his Mansion House. speech, 
solemnly warned the nation against undue. complacency 
and over-optimism, and assuredly that admonition was just 
and timely. But is not the danger of allowing the Hitler 


propaganda to go unrefuted almost, if not quite, as grave? 


It is no use expecting 


the newspapers to supply the 
necessary corrections. 


They have not the space, and: it is 


highly questionable whether, if they had, their readers, - 


many of them sated with up-to-date war news, would 
muster sufficient patience to read detailed replies. to 
German propaganda. But there are surely other ways in 
which the ignorant can be protected against enemy lies. 


They might listen to poimt-by-point exposures, over the 


wireless, of enemy allegations, if they would not wade 
through them when printed. Why should not this take 


the place, as occasion demands, of some of the items in. 


B.B.C. programmes which, to say the least of it, are not 
to be compared with it in national importance, let alone 
urgency? It should, moreover, not be beyond the genius 
of some of our leading journalists to write up the script 
so that not only would the talks be salutary in the extreme, 
but vividly interesting and entertaining as well. It is rank 
folly to argue that the public knows all about the enemy 
propaganda and can answer its points offhand out of the 
store of their unfailing memory. It is equally unwise to 


trust to a kind of overruling faith on the part of the public 


that everything that comes from a Nazi mouth is lies. 
Nobody can. safely make any such assumptions and in 
any case the complacency which takes such risks is woefully 


‘out of place where the propaganda is so insidious and its 


operations so persistent. “In the art of gaining credence 
for unsupported assertions,” THe Times very truly remarks, 
“ Hitler has no equal in the world.” Once before he lulled 
the nations of the world into the belief that he was only 
a pacifist bent on showering blessings on his people, and 
to-day we are reaping the results of our apathy. To-day, 
he is still hard at work using the weapon which in his 
hands is the deadliest engine of destruction he can wield 
—political warfare, propaganda. We should be fools 
indeed to underrate its potency, Difficult times lie ahead, 
times of infinite strain and stress, times when perhaps a 
little more ora little less may mean the difference between 
the spirit broken or the spirit whole. We must not dis- 
regard an instrument which can bring its greatest pressure 


to bear precisely at an hour when counter-measures are 


too late. Hitler's lies have teeth. 


SECOND THOUGHTS IN THE QUAGMIRE 


PinLAND, Hungary, Rumania, and other of Hitler's vassals. 
having finally lost all faith in a favourable outcome of the war 
as far as they are concerned, are preoccupied with the 
problem of extricating themselves from the “ quagmire "—to 
use Marshal Stalin's expression—into which Hitler has led 
In one of the concluding passages of his Sunday's 
speech, the Marshal declared: ~“ Hitlerite Germany and her 
vassals see catastrophe staring them in the face.” In their 
mood of escapism the various vassal states are beginning to make 
excuses or altogether to deny their guilt. Some evidence of 
this was provided In our foreign news columns last week. One 
Finnish newspaper has suddenly come out with a denunciation 
of Nazi anti-Semitism, in Talleyrand’s words, as “ worse than 
a crime, it is stupidity.” Budapest pleads belatedly that it would 
be quite unthinkable or Hungary to desert the humanitarian 
Christian ideals which “throughout her history” have 


marked the country’s handimg of racial and religious — 


problems.

A QUISLING ON THE MAKE 


THEN again, Slovakia’s puppet Government is making almost 
frenzied efforts to represent itself to the Allies as being, after 
all, a pretty liberal affair and very decent to the Jews. Pétain 
has actually come out with a valiant warning that he will never 
stand for the delivery to the Germans of a certain Jewish 
friend, though he did not appear to do much to prevent the 
wholesale tearing of Jewish children in France feom their 
parents. Appeal Courts in Rumania, as in Hungary, have been 
tumbling over one another in their rush to reverse unfair judg- 
ments against Jews in the lower courts. And this week come 
attempts to deny Slovakia’s Jew-murders. All that had 
happened, we are told, was that about 40,000 Jews were deported 


to Germany (or German-occupied territory) against a payment 


of 500 R.M. per Jew, and that in this way Germany's debt 


to the puppet state Slovakia had been reduced. Thus the Slovaks 


escaped the responsibility of settling the fate of the deported 
Jews and could devote themselves to the remaining 20,000. 


In point of fact, German debt was not reduced, but the 
purse of the rascally Slovak quisling Father Tiso was enormously 
enriched. When this very typical anti-Semite itched for more . 
lucre he raised it by arresting Jews with comfortably-off réla- 
tions abroad and threatening to send them off to Germany at 
500 R.M. apiece. Their only means of escape was for the 
relatives to deposit large sums in a private bank account kept by 
Tiso for the purpose in Switzerland. Thus a certain number of 
Jews were spared—till the next time. And so the humbug goes on. 
One is tired of -all these alibis and pleas, and compliments and 
obeisances, distributed in embarrassing profusion and without 
regard to our blushes by a collection of ruffians who already 
in asin the heavy grip of the law on their arms. 
When Mr. irchill declared recently that all these satellites 
of Germany could “ work their passage home” he did not 
mean by lying pretences but by solid and effective contribu- 
tions to the Allied victory. In the enslaved states, however, there 
is no sign of any Nazi contrition, as witness the truly harrowing 
reports of the liquidation of the splendid Dutch Jewry just 
issued by the Netherlands Government and reproduced in this 
It is impossrble to read this “ sad story of murder and 
plundering, of injustice and oppression,. of cowardice and 
corruption,” without trembling for our civilisation should this 
barbarism go unpunished. 


THE TEMPORARY “GREAT” 


THe consecration of the temporary structure, built within 
the blitzed walls of the Great Synagogue, must have raised 
loved and poignant memories, both personal and communal; 
for the deed that shattered the old Cathedral Synagogue .was 
among the Huns’ shrewdest blows at a deep Jewish sentiment. _ 
Those memories were mingled with pride at the recollection 
of all that the Synagogue had been to the Jewry of these 
islands, and of the fine part it had played in the Community's 
spiritual development. At the same time, however, this build- 
ing of a temporary tabernacle witnesses to the abiding hope 
and confidence of British Jewry. It testifies to the truth that 
faith is more than fire-bombs, and the spirit and destiny of 
Judaism greater than the counsels of demoniac savagery. <A 
new “ Great” will rise again on the ruins of the old, to witness 
that God and not Satan reigns and will reign. It will endure, 
we profoundly hope, long after Hitler and his brutes have paid 
the penalties of their crimes and have passed into a revolting 
page in human history. Let us hope that in those days the 
inspiration of the wise and good men who made the earlier 
building glorious will abide with the leaders of the new, that 
the new “Great” will become a centre of religious activity 


~ and devotion that will help to steer the Community safely 


through the testing days that stretch before us, and that the 
name it has inherited will be as fully earned as it was. by 
its predecessor now living only in Jewish hearts. - 


THE OUTGOING LORD MAYOR 


When Sir Samuel Joseph was installed in the proud dignities 
of London's ancient Lord Mayoralty, the occasion evoked the 
anticipated miserable gibes from Berlin. How stupid and 
baseless these were has been confirmed by the Baronetcy 
bestowed upon him at the termination of his year of office. It 
was no ordinary year, and it .could not be, in the midst. 
of total and exacting war. Nor is it a secret that the know- 
ledge of the strain it would impose caused much concern to 
Sir Samuel's friends when he first took office, aware, as they 
were, of his indifferent state of health. Happily his sense of 
public duty, his courageous will-power, and the indefatigable 
co-operation of Lady Joseph rose superior to physical deter- 
rents, and- enabled him to give himself without stint to his 
duties and thus,-in the words of the SUNDAY Tres, to render 
public service of high value to the State and to set a standard 
which it will be hard to beat. To his coreligionisis it is also 
pleasant to remember that throughout his term he was always 
ready to identify himself with his community, as his attendance

of the Continent, and at last week's consecration of the 
temporary Great Synagogue amply prove. Incidentally, this 
broad outlook recognised that, though he was a member of 
the Liberal Jewish movement, the traditional Jews were still 
in the vast majority, and as such entitled o corresponding 
consideration and respect. One could wish that the same 
sentiments governed all our relationships! Perhaps the warmest 
acknowledgment due to Sir Samuel is his demonstration of 
the too-often flouted truth that loyalty to the State need not, 
and should not, mean alienation from one’s community and its 
cause. The example of this set by the retiring Lord Mayor 
needs to be emphasised and re-emphasised among us. Is it 
too much to hope that, consistently with the requirements of 
his health, Sir Samuel will in future take a more active part 
in communal affairs? We have need of his objective, tolerant, 
and sympathetic mind amid the distracting littleness which m 
Anglo-Jewry to-day is playing so pernicious a part.

supporting the immigration of Jews into Palestine 
after the war, from other lands, the visitors said that 
they could not, of course, speak for the Sovict 
Government, but felt sure there would be every 
consideration of the necd to aid homeless people to 
find a new homeland.

Sandelson, referred to 
the rise, in recent times, of a spirtt of intolicrance 
in the community.” and said that co-operation and 
collaboratson must be the watch-words which should 
guide the actions between Orthodoxy afd Reform, 
and ndn-Zionist. native-born and itmmi- 
grant. There musi be & drawing closer together of 
all sections of the Community in face of the des- 
perate position of world Jewry 

Professor Brodetsky said that whatever might be 
said about the causes and origin of the war, tt was 
clear that unless the thical principics of Judaism.

personality, were restored, there would be no civil- 
ied life for humanity in the future. The more he 
learned about the misecrics of millions of our fellow 
Jews under Nazism, sand Professor Brodetsky, the 
more he thought about what would happen to those 
who survived the exterminatidn policy of the Nazis. 
the more he realised that the solution must lie in 

iving to the Jewish people its national freedom in 
Palestine. 

The Jewish people and the Torah formed a unity. 
The people could not live without the Torah, but 
neither could the Torah hve without safety being 
assured to the Jewish people. It was this double 
confession of faith that he was very happy to makc 
amidst his Leeds feliow Jews. 

Dr. Rawidowicz said that the message of Judaism 
was Vital to civilisation and he wanted the Jewish 
people to be the bearers of the message.

His own children have 
taken an active part in the Zionist Movement, one 
son, Mr. Philip Endbinder, being associated with 
the United Palestine Appeal and the J.N.F. Com- 
mission. 


MR. JOSEPH MONTEFIORE (Quebec), a — 
92. was a direct descendant of one of the first 
Jewish families in Canada. He was a leading figure 
in Jewish communal life. 


DR. FRANZ OPPENHEIMER (Los Angeles). 
aged 79, was a famous sociologist and political 
po con I He was born in Berlin m 1864, began 
his career as a physician, but subsequently became 
distinguished as one of the most influential con- 
tributors to philosophical and political journals. 
After becoming interested in Zionism he was in- 
vited to initiate the first co-operative Jewish settle- 
ment in PaieStine in 1909. It was lareely duc to

AN APPEAL TO JEWISH WOMEN 
Home of Rest and Difficulties of 
Staffing 


The annual meeting of the Jewish Home of Rest 
was held at the Trocadero Restaurant, Piccadilly Cir- 
cus, W.1, last week. Mr. Cecil Kahn, the President, 
who presided. stated, in his annual report, that 
the Home had continued its excelient work, though 
it could not be denied that the closing of the 20 
infirmary beds, owing to lack of funds, had meant 
that many who normally would have spent thei 
last days amidst Jewish surroundings had had to 
pass them in public institutions—a sad blow both 
to them and to them lamilies 

During 1942, their total income showed a reduc- 
tion of £5,509. or over 334 per cent, and thei 
expenditure unfortunately increased by £1,405, even 
though every care was taken to keep adown costs 

Acting on. the recommendations of the Rushci iffe 
Report with regard to a national scale of salaries 
and superannuation, their Commutiece decided that 
the Home. in tS capacity of special voluntary 
hospital, should join the Federated Superannuation 
scheme for the benefit of the trained nursing per- 
sonnel and other members of the stall who were 
cligtble 

The only small bright spot on the financial side 
te the increase in subscriptions, for which thanks 

e due to their Secretary, 


trgent Staff Needs 


Mr. Kahn stressed the fact that one of their 
greatest difficulties to-day was the staff problem, 
which was becoming daily very = more serious.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Mothers in Israel 


“And he said : ‘Wherefore wilt thou go to him 
to-day? It is neither new moon nor Sabbath. 
she said It shall be weil.’ Kings iv., 

) 


E answer given by the woman of Shunem to 
her husband's questions consisted of one word 


only: Ow. But it was a brave answer, and could 
only have been given by one endowed with great 
courage and strength of mind. For the cause of the 
woman's decision to follow the prophet Elisha, to 
ask for his help, was the fear that her child was 
dead. Her resolve to let no one share her sorrow, 
and to withhold the distressing news even from her 
husband, could only have increased her anxiety and 
rendered her gricf more overwhelming. Yet, not a 
word escaped her lips to relieve her feelings, or to 
reveal her state of mind, until she gamed access to 
the man of God, the only man to whom the distress- 
ing news could Be conveyed in the hope that his 
intervention might restore the child's life. Elisha’s 
intervention. fully justified the woman's attitude 
and her faith in Divine help, which was not aban- 
doned even in the face of apparent death threatening 
to deprive a devoted mother of her only child. No 
wonder that Scropture describes her as 
woman,” even though her hame is not given. The 
qualities of beart and mind displayed by that woman 


‘yn the discharge of her responsibilities as a mother, 


as a wife, as mistress of her house, as a hostess, as 
a frend of the man of God, so fully recorded im the 
same chapter, were all signs of greatness that could 
not be surpassed in ordinary life. 

And yet, the woman of Shunem was no exception. 


That’ poor widow who put up a brave and deter- . 


mined fight to save her children from slavery, whose 
story is told in the same chapter, displayed similar 
qualities of real greatness, of faith and courage, of 
love and devotion, of an heroic soul refusing to 
submit to a cruel fate, and capable oi turning 
defeat into victory. There were many other mothers 
in Israel: whose attitude evoked the admiration of 
their .contemporarics in a simelar way. But in 
reality these women could be regarded as truce 
representatives of Jewrsh womanhood. 


|‘ is Necessary to bear this in mind to-day... For we 
frequently hear people refer to the position which 
the Jewish woman occupied in the past as if u had 
been a position of mfecrority, as if sufficient respect 
and regard had not been paid to her rights, her 
claims, her mfluence, and her service to the com- 
munity. Cormparisons are often made between the 
treaiment accorded to women in Jewish life and 
that afforded them im the hfe of other peoples, 
especially in modern times, and the impression is 
conveyed that the Jewish attitude ts humiliating to 
the woman who is aware of her human dignity and 
of her right to demand equality. People who speak 
thus show lutle knowledge of the spirit of Judaism, 
and little appreciation of the evidence of Jewish 
hustory. There is scarcely a Jewish sage or poct, 
teacher or leader to be found who has not sung the 


“praises of the Jewish woman, who has not recorded 


his sense of appreciation of true womanhood, who 
has not cxpressed admiration for the innate nobility 
of character that is manifesicd in the hie and wor 
of man's true helpmate and partner. 

The briefest survey of our peopic’s history, and 
the interpretation provided for it by our. spiritual 
teachers, makes all this abundantly clear. The 
survival of Israel in Egypt and the ultimate redemp- 
tion from bondage were ascribed by our Sages to 
the attittude of the Hebrew woman. Our patriarchs 
of old achieved greatness because of ithe great 
qualities and virtues of their wives. Moses owed 
his life to the devotion of his sister, and his love for 
his people was due to his being nursed by his mother. 
His safe return from Midian to Egypt was due to 
the foresight of his wife. 


}® nearly all critical times it was the intervention 
of a valiant woman that saved the life of her 
people, or helped to remove a danger threatening 
its life. Deborah; Huldah, Judith, Salome, 
Alexandra, Miriam, Esther, Beruria: women lke 
Hannah, the mother of Samuel; Hannah, the mother 
of the seven sons whom slic induced to give their 
lives, before giving her own, to preserve her people's 
faith in God, and many others, have been immortal- 
ised in our history and have served as shining 
cxamples to women of all ages and all nations. 
These heroic women, be it noted, did not find the 
responsibilities of leadership incompatible with the 
duties of motherhood. and Deborah, the _prophetess, 
gloried in the title “ Mother in Israel.” 

But the part played by the ordinary woman in 
Jewish life has been recognised no less freely and 
praised, no less generously than that of the out- 
standing figures in our history. Right through the 
ages the Jewish wife and mother has heard her 
praises sung on every Sabbath eve in every Jewish 
home. both as a “ woman of valour *’’ who is clothed 
with “ strength and dignity 
of the home who ™ looketh well to the ways of her 
household, and eateth not the bread of idleness.” 
Jewish teaching presents no obstacle to women 
exercising their talents and using their abilities ipr 
the common good, nor does Judaism grudge them 
their newly won freedom and nearly won equality 
in the social, political, industrial, and economic 
fields. But Judaism demands from them Jewish 
loyalty and a sense of Jewish responsibility, readi- 
ness for the performance of Jewish duty, modesty 
and self-restraint in times of prosperity and security, 
patience and courage in days of stress and adversity. 
There is no reason why our daughters should not be 
as closely identified with Jewish life as our mothers 
were, or why the modern Jewess should not play as 
freat a part in the preservation of Jewish tradition 
and the cultivation of Jewish idealism as her 
ancestress did in. earlier times Our women could 
achieve no nobler aim, and aspire after no higher 
ideal, than to be classed among those who deserve 
to be described as “* Mothers in Israel.” . It is from 
then that the answer may yet come to the question: 
“Is it well with the Jewish people? "*. Phe answer 
ought to be: “ It shall be well” |

ORPHANAGE 
Gala Day for Children 


Scores of happily excited children of the Jewish 

phanage, now housed in Hertford, almost over- 
whelmed with their poleneeeus welcome a party of 
American soldiers who visited them on Sunday in 
order to provide them with a day's treat.

Following this, a film show. of 
comic “ talkies,” was given (the portable apparatus 
also arrived in one of the party's trucks), and then

ANTI-SEMITISM, FASCISM, AND 
CIVIL LIBERTY 


The National Council for Civil Liberties (119, 
King’s Road, 5.W.3) has just issued an interesting 
pamphiet entitled “ It Shall Not Happen Here 
(price 6d.), written Elizabeth A. Allen, the 

eneral Secretary of Council, The pamphict 
deals with the problem of anti-Semitism, the Fas- 
cists, and Civil Liberty. Following brief references 
to the social and economic segregation of the Jews 
over a period of 2,000 ycars, the author deals with 
the Nazi exploitation of anti-Semitism to divide and 
demoralise the people. Vividly she describes how 
Hitler used Jew-baiting in Germany and the occu- 

ved territories as a cloak for his attack on estab- 
ished organisations which might give rise to opposi- 
tion to his rule, 

A section is devoted to the history of Fascism in 
this country, and a brief but comprehensive account 
of the unsavoury activities of the B.U.F. with special 
reference to its anti-Semitic cafupaign is given. The 
recrudescence of Jew-bailting m 1942 in an. attempt 
to sow racial discord and impede the war effort is 
dealt with, as are the various methods of spreading 
Fascist and anti-Semitic propaganda. Many of the 
more openly anti-Semitic journals are named. 

The author sums up by stating that anti-Semitism 
and Fascism can best be combated by an educational 
campaign which will give the public a knowledge of 
the facts. Those who value democracy must exer- 
cise constant and intense vigilance,

“ HOSPITALITY SPURNED ” 


1 should be very thankful if you would allow me to reply 
to the -letter in your last issue from Mr. M. M. Pidier and 
the Rev. L. Glickman. in which they accuse me of present- 
ing “a travesty of the facts.” Their letter was obviously 
dictated more by heat than wisdom. They write. 
blathe can be attached to the Hospitality Committee, which 
has done its wimost to meet the regiesits of the Forces.”’ 
I did not criticise them in this connection. In any case. 
surely this is. only the performance of half their job. The 
deficiency that I stressed lay in the failore of the Hospitality 
Commitce to do their duty to those numerous would-be 
hosts and hostesses who wem to considerable trouble and 
expense tO no purpose, and who did sot receive the couricsy 
of even a brief acknowledgmen or cxplanation in aprrecie- 
tion of their efforts. Supposing the Hospitality Conimmitteec 
had canvassed gubecriptions towards a hospitality fund and 
semt Out ao receipts, would they not be deserving of censure. 
however hard they might have worked in other respects? 
As remards tihicir statement that “ letters of thanks and 
rearets “ had already been sent out to ali familics concerned 
before I taunched “ ill-founded criticism,” interesting 
to note that cven yet wo such letters have been received by 
myself and a sumber of others of whom I have inquired: 
whilst those who did receive them got them a few days after 
my tetter appeared in your journal. almost four weeks after 
they were duc! The facts of the case prove the incofrect- 
ness of their allcgations and the lack of organisation. After 
jast Pesach I expressed similar criticism personally to Mr. 
Fidler and got scam satisfaction. When similar grounds for 
complaint arose again aficr Rosh Hashana I faised the 
matter at the Manchester and Salford Communal Council. 
when the Chairman took ®& upon himecif to make what 
turned out to be a very incorrect and misicading cxplata- 
tion. In view of. these experiences it scemed that the 
way to dimcourage inefficiency in an important sphere of 
communal activity, and to prevent consequent apathy towards 
future hospitality campaigns. was by ventilating the facts in 
Tee Jewisn which bas for so long becn a worthy 
guardian of the imterests of the community.—CounciLi oe 
Nereporr.

WHY THEY HATE ZIONISM 


Millions of, words have been wasted explaining non-Jewish 
antagonism to Zionism. Even anti-Semites. who. logically. 
ought to favour the establishment of a Jewish State, are up 
in arms against tt. Is it mot possible that behind this 
opposition omc may detect a deep saycholodical reaction”? 
Throughout history the colonisation of a country has always 
been accomplished by the force of arms. War was declared 
on one pretext or another, the country invaded, the natives 
exterminated of suppressed. and their lands scized and 
exploited by the congucring invaders. The case of the Jews 
presents the first and only instance t the contrary in the 
history of mankind. Here we have the spectacte of a nation 
setting out to. colonise a country without force of arms. 
Not only is the native population not suppressed, but its 
numbers codstantly increase, naturally and by immigration. 
and constantly prosper. Morcover, fabulous prices are paid 
for every inch of land. occupied by Jews. To crown all, the 
land they acquired belongs not to someone cisc, bat is the 
very soil which, since times immemorial, bas been con- 
sidered the Jews’ own inalienable propcrty—the National!

The Chief Rabbi presided recently over a meeting 
of the Executive of the Joint Committee for the 
Religious Education and Welfare of Jewish Refugee 
Children, Representatives attending from the 
Provinces included Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches (Edin- 
burgh), Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann (Manchester), Rabbi 
Dr. Margules (Cambridge), Mrs. G. E. Lissack 
(Oxford), and Miss R. S. Simmons (Birmingham). 
Reports were given on the work of the Regional 
Sub-Committees, and the religious position of the 
children all over the country was reviewed. A large 
number of children, it was stated, were receiving 
Jewish religious instruction through existing educa- 
tonal) orgamsations. Difficult cases, both in England 
and Scotland, were being given special consideration. 
Particular attention was given at the meeting to 
the problem of the large numbers who are living in 
noo-Jewish homes and surroundings. The regions, 
it was stated, were concerned in the solution of this 
oblem, and at headquarters it had for some time 
receiving the special attention of an adviso 
body appointed with the sanction of Lord Gorell. 
is body co of Dayan Dr. I. Grunfeld, Mrs. 
Hahn-Warburg, Mrs, Norman Laski, Mr. _ Leo 
Elton, and Dr. van der Zyl, and it met practically 
at Bloomsbury House. 
The most serious difficulties, it was further stated, 
were not of a financial nature. They arose from 


the present anomalous position as regards the legal 
vardianship of refugee children. Efforts were 
Deing made to establish a suitable guardianship 
Over refugee children, and once success in that 
pie was achicved the solution of the problem,.

A Worthwhile 
Effort | 


Nursery Work in Hampstead Pro- 
moted by Austrian Refugee Women 


N effort of considerable interest and with 
| significant tendencies has been made by 
Austrian women refugees in this country. 

are organised im a co-ordinated Commiuttece of 
Austrian Women which includes also representa- 
tives of such organisations as Young Austria in 
Great Britain, the Jacob Ehrlich Society, and the 
Austrian Centre; a former woman mem of the 
Austrian Parliament also takes part. 

These enlightened and energetic women deter- 
mined a year ago to set out to make some definite 
contribution to the British war cffort, and the 
started a Day Nursery and School in Hampstea 
stafled by Austrian girls and women who h 
already been trained in Vienna in both Montessori 
and Froebel kindergarten methods. To this there 
come daily nearly children of ten nationalitics, 

se s are thus freed to do a whole-time 
job for the nation. 

Nog do these children, who are cared for from 
8 a.m. till 5 or 6 p.m., merely receive the correct 
physical attention, food, and training in good habits. 
They have also the advantage of cultural educa- 
tion afforded them by a staff of highly qualified 
young women. That little Palestinian boy, for 
instance, Sam y call him, arrives panting with 

leasurable excitement at the Haverstock Hill 

ouse with his father, who “ parks” him on his 
way to his own job. He can scarcely wait to tug 
his arms out of his coat before announcing cate- 
orically his intention of working in the workshop 
or the first period that morning. 

Down he gocs, with three other volunteers (four 
four-year-olds is the. maximum a single teacher can 
supervise with real hammers, nails, and other tools), 
and soon he is banging accurately and age at 
the box he and his friend, a Beigian boy, whose 
parents are Polish, are constructing. At a big easel 
near by, another small boy is painting with great 
free strokes. and a little girl who has spoilt her 
picture tears off the paper and begins with deter- 
mination on another artistic effort. 

In the big room, a group of wrapt youngsters are 
listening to the piano and little fingers get busy 
twiddiing in time to the music. Upstairs the very 
young are cither always just getting ready for a 
walk in parties of eight or nine, or arriving back 
from one, and a bustle of coats and leggings being 
removed, and muddy shoes being coped with, pre- 
cedes the thrill of rushing down a lovely slide that 
lines one side of the nursery. ‘ 


Of Course Some Cry! 


Oh, yes, there are tears—no gtoup of 17-month- 
old ex-babies ever comes in from a walk, or sets 
out on one, without some hitch in the proceedings, 
but just look at that toddler of two, proficring a 
dejected “a toy to the screaming comrade 
whose leggings have somehow got entangled with 
his shoes and have grounded him in a heap.. 

And that opens up another aspect of the Nursery's 
It is self-supporting, although the Save the 
Chidren Fund was most generous in helping. its 
origina! establishmient a year ago. . All the parents 
of children attending pay £1 a week for each child, 
but even so, the financial condition of the Nursery 
does not leave a margin big enough to provide toys 
for the tinies at present prices. Perhaps some Jewish 
families whose nurseries have outgrown such im- 
pedimenta will come forward and offer unbroken 
toys to these little children whose parents are doing 
war work. 

The kitchen arrangements, like the entire manage- 
ment, are unde: the supervision of the Matron, Miss 
a trained nursery teacher. 
Two trained nursery nurses do the cooking, and, in 
the absence of other help, clean. shop, and stoke 
as well. There are three meals arranged daily 
for the children: breakfast, consisting of cereals, 
milk, bread and butter, and honey or jam; a hot 
cooked dinne:, with a preponderance of carefully 
pas vegetables: and tea, which for the tinies 

a repetition of the morning meal. =. 

The Nursery has the advice and services of several! 
Austrian women doctors and dietitians. In the year 
in which tt has been in existence, the Nursery has 
had practically a clean bill of health, only one case 
of infectious illness having occurred. 

Arising out of the Nursery, and not far from it, 
is the Hampstead Home Factory, a venture set up 
by one of the mothers of the children. Here are 
some 15 mothers with infants, and while the tinies 
remain in the charge of a girl trained in infant 
welfare and the care of babies, these women do 
small-part work, to be sent on to the parent factory. 
Perhaps in times to come, this kind of organised 
work for the mother of young children will become 
a matter of course everywhere. For with innumer- 
able young women trained in the Forces and in 
industry for skilled engineering work, it should be 
made possible for t to continue to give the 
nation the benefit of their skill after they marry, 
just as the trained cook or the trained housewile 
contributes her quota,

COMMUNAL RETIRING AGE 
SUGGESTED 


“Past. and Puture of English Jewry,” was the 
subject of an address which Dr. Ceci Roth gave 
last week at 75, Cazenove Road, Stoke Newington, 
N., under the auspices of the North London Zion 
House Education Commitice. Rabbi Dr. E. Neufeld 
presided. 

Dr. Roth gave a survey of Anglo-Jewry in the 
past, and then spoke of the causes through which 
Anglo-Jewry was decaying to-day. Even Zionism, 
he said, had failed to stem the process. He did 
not think that the new educational scheme by which 
they could give their children up to adolescent age 
an‘ opportunity of recciving religious education 
would be effective. Great Jewish communities had 
died out and unless they did something scrious the 
samé would happen here.. He believed that the 
Rabbis had a dictum that if anyone had an ache, 
a pain, or an ailment he should study the Torah. 
That was their remedy now when there was an ache 
of their whole existence. They must fortify them- 
selves with a knowledge of Judaism, their history, 
and ideals, in order to save themselves from decay. 
The Synagogue must be converted more and more 
into an educationa) institution. 

The Anglo-Jewish ministry must teach them what 
Judaism was, and not restrict themselves to vague 
expositions of ‘Biblical texts. They must be filled 
with the idea of righteousness, as Isaiah was, or 
as the Quakers are. If they got back to the burning 
passion for righteousness they would cease fighting 
these internal problems which were troubling them 
to-day. 

One of the remedies for to-day which Dr. Roth 
suggested was to clear .their Jewish Community 
of “ vested interests.” A community “law” 
should be passed making 50 the age of retirement 
from communal work. Communal leaders, he said, 
becarne intrenched in their positions and remained 
there for lite.

MIGRATION 


Hias-Ica Representative’s Tour 


Mr. David J. Schweitzer, of the Hias-Ica Emugra- 
tion Association, has arrived in London to conter ° 
with Jewish leaders and official bodies dealing with 
refugee problems on the possibilities of co-ordina- 
ting the work for refugee migration. Mr. Schweitrer 
intends to get in touch with the Inter-Governmental 
Committee for Refugees, a number of Governments 
in exile, and refugee aid organisations. Readiness 
to co-operate in a co-ordinated scheme was 
expressed to Mr. Schweitzer by leading Jews in 
England. 

Mr. Schweitzer intends to go from here to Lisbon 
and then to Palestine. He will travel im company 
with over 600° Jewish refugees from Spain and 
Portugal, Visas for these refugees have beea 
secured by the Jewish Agency. 

After conferring in Palestine with the Jewish 
Agency, Mr. Schweitzer will proceed to tran to 
deal with problems of Jewish refugees coming from 
Russia and to investigate the possibilities of sending 
individual relief to Jews in Russia’ by relatives in 
America.
